Major League 
Agreement Is 
Still Secret 


Chicago. Jan. 6. — (UP>— Or- 
ganized baseball's plans for 
its 
next commissioner and the power 
to be vested in him 
remained 
shrouded in secrecy today. 


Ten men who will play major 
roles in making both decisions 
met here yesterday and \yrote a 
rough draft of a new major lea- 
gue agreement, the "constitution" 
by which the American pasttime 
is governed. The new pact eventual- 
ly is slated to replace the old docu- 
ment drawn in 1921 which created 
the office of baseball momissioner 
and empowered the late Kenesaw 
M. Landis to be the Czar of the 
game. 


The prospective new agreement, 
however, which must be ratified 
finally by both leagues at a meet- 
ing in New York, Feb. 5. was not 
made public. Following the meet- 
ing, which lasted only about two 
hours. President 
William Har- 
ridge of the American league js- 
sued the following slalcmcnt: " 


"At today's meeting the commit- 


j tee discussed the agreement gen- 
erally. It will now be put into for- 
mal shape and presented again to
